The fur- 
nace register too often brings up a 
current of foul air from the cellar or 
the kitchen, into which the cold air box 
opens. 
Unfortunately it is cmite the 


exception to have the cold air ox open 
outdoors, as it should. 
Even when it 


so opens, the furnace register does not 
assist materially in ventilating the 
room. 
One of the best methods of re- 


moving odors is to take a shovel of 
burning coals, sprinkle it with coffee 
and pass it around the room. Where 
there is infectious disease a deodorizing 
solution should be obtained from the 
physician arid used in the water in 
which the utensils of the room, the 
bedding and clothing of the patient are 
washed. — Scientific American.

WESTERN POKER GAMES.

There are stories of the man who held 


four kin<£S and thc aian who came back 
at him with aces. Kings and aces are 
the leading features of the poker story 
tellers' repertoire, but as a Denver ox- 
pert at this sort of things said recently, 
there is more downright deviltnent in a 
small hand than aces out of two packs." 
There have been some very good poker 
hands held in Colorado, but very few of 
the phenomenal sort 
"Two pairs" 


have created widespread consternation 
several times. 


I'oker is a Colorado game. It is only 


excelled in popularity by that favorite 
of the mining camp, faro, but those who 
play poker do not always play faro,and 
to these there is nothing like' a "quiet 
little ante upstairs." The amount of 
stakes has cut a greater figure in poker 
games in the Centennial State than the 
hands held. There are instances rang- 
ing from tho man who bet his sleeve 
buttons to the man who put up his 
mine. 


Down on Sixteenth street, at the 
southwest corner of Blake, there now 
stands a two-story brick business block, 
bearing some evidence of the flight of 
time, yet still sound and solid, aud ca- 
pable of use for years. In 1S7U part of 
the ground floor of this building was 
used by the First National bank, and 
another part by Wolfe Londoner as a 
grocery store. 
Overhead were offices, 


and in one of these, offices there oc- 
curred one evening in April of that 
year a. poker game. 
The owner of the 


building sat at this game, and opposite 
him was a then prominent Denver man. 
lioth were prominent, in fact, for one 
held a high executive office in the terri- 
tory at the time. 


There were five at this game origin- 


ally, but, somehow it dwindled down to 
two, and at 11:33 at night a largo amount 
of money had changed hands and things 
were going bad for the owner of the 
building. There was no limit. His op- 
ponent had been "going him" for quite 
a. tim'i aud he was about at the end of 
the rope. 
There were already four 


bank checks up, but the owner of thc 
block, believing he had a good thing, 
wanted to know if his buiiding wasn't 
worth fifty thousand dollars, and was 
informed that it was. Thereupon he 
made a written agreement to sign it 
over and the game went on. 
He lost 


the block and it changed hands, it is 
said, as a consequence, and the only re- 
covery he made from the person who 
won it was at another silting at poker 
the following night, when lie came out 
thirty-five thousand dollars ahead. Of 
course none of the hands held in this 
memorable gains are on record now, 
b ut it is known that not one was re- 
markable. 


This instance is paralleled by one that 


conies from Leadville and credited with 
having occurred there in the winter of 
ISSi This game, which occurred in on 
of tho rooms of thc Clarendon hotel, was 
participated in by two gentlemen who 
are still residents of Colorado and who 
are now wealthy. They had a little 
money at the time and a mine in which 
they held an equal interest The money 
was not much, perhaps, as fortunes go 
nowadays, but it was enoug h to make a 
poker game excit ing. Aud it was excit- 
ing. 


Finally each got -a hand which they 


evidently proposed to stay with, and 
everything went up—money, two gold 
watches and indispe nsable bank checks. 
It was only a matter of time when they 
would gat to the mine. Finally there 
was quite a pause. 


"Have 
you 
got 
anything 
else, 


Charley?" 


"How much is the mine worth?" 
"Your interest about ten thousand 


dollars, I guess." 


"I've got that, and raise you." 
So the 
other 
interest 
went in. 


"Charles's" wi nning hand showed three 
deuces, a three and a four. His vis-a-vis 
held two kings, two aces and a three, 
neither of them sensational hands, yet 
considered good enough to hold out with 
a mine at stake. This mine is now pro- 
ducing ore valued at about as much per 
month as the entire property was worth 
at the time of the poker game. 


In a poker game played in Denver 


one July day in 1884 there were four 
diamond rings, two watches, five thou- 
sand dollars in money, two pairs of 
handsome and costly sleeve buttons 
and a number of scarf-pins. In this 
game sat an ex-governor, a well-known 
smelter man, an eastern congressman 
and a California miner. The man from 
the east scooped in the pot and won by 
a "straight" 


Six thousand dollars' worth of gold in 


nuggets was won by a lucky poker 
player in Denver in 1371. They came 
from Clear Creek county, and were 
brought here for the purpose of being 
placed in a bank. It was strictly a 
miners' game, with all sorts of bluffing, 
and it lasted all night, with the result 
that the man with the nuggets did not 
place them in a bank, for the reason 
that he had too much confidence in a 
paralyzing hand in which three tens 
were conspicuous, while his opponent 
had something worth photographing- 
three jacks, two nines. 


In Santa Fe, N. M., there is a record 


of a prominent business man giving a 
bill of sale for his stock of dry goods, 
groceries, etc., amounting to eighty 
thousand dollars. The bill of sale went 
into a little, quiet game, played as long 
ago as 1863, and was not lost, for the 
reason that no one could show up any- 
thing excelling a king full, which the 
merchant considered a good thing to 
cling to. 


A rather singular poker game waa 


one played in Denver about two years 
ago, and is remembered by a number of 
prominent people who witnessed it. 
There were five lilting in that game 
and all stayed in. One gentleman drew 
one card, another two cards and the 
others three apiece. The man who 
drew three cards raited and was fol- 
lowed up until there was 818,000 al 
•take on the frame. The first gentle- 
man, it transpired, was running a beau- 
tiful bluff on two pairs, while the man 
who had drawn two carda laid down an 
ace foil, and those who had drawn 
three each laid down in turn four 
qaeeaa, four ten* and four jacks. It is 
aaU Uat thi» fc Un onlv instance of Uw 


kind where cards ran in sneh a «»sj 
Colorado. The game was played at the 
Windsor, and there was a railroad man, 
an ex-mayor, a lawyer and two.promi- 
nent business men in it 


An umusitig instance is reported ai 


occurring on a stock train coming f rore 
a point in New Mexico to Calorado. 
A 


large shipment of steers was made to 
thispoinl, and the owners of the cattle 
traveled in a caboose. 
There wer« 


four of them. Now, there is only on* 
natural result of four New Mexico cat- 
tlemen traveling together in a car fot 
any length of time, and that, is a poker 
game. There is a great deal of beauti- 
ful scenery on the way up from New 
Mexico, but scenery is cheap aud not 
always novel to look at 
With poker it 


is another story. • 


The game went along very well for 


a couple of days. On thc third day tho 
conductor, going through the caboose 
during the afternoon, was laid out with 
astonishment athearinjj the remark: "1 
raise you five steers." Suiting the ac- 
tion, tlie person who spoke them put 
live matches on this board. He was fol- 
lowed up with more matches, each one 
representing a steer, and still the game 
went on.

SENSITIVE SCORPIONS. 


The Delicate lloirln^ App.irat in of Thll 


and Other Insect*. 
i 


A correspondent writesto the Specta- 


tor to confirm what that journal has 
recently said about "Hie scorpion's very 
sensitive ear for the violin." "I have," 
says the correspondent, "studied tin 
habits of thc scorpion for many years, 
and htivu often noticed how very sensi- 
tive scorpions are to thc most delicate 
sound, musical or otherwise. 
Undo* 


the thorax the scorpion 1ms two comb- 
like appendages, which are thti'anten 
na> (pectinaUc). It is pretty well set- 
tled by physiologists and entomologist; 
that in insects the antenr IB represent 
thc organs of hearing. These delicate 
structures are easily affected by the 
vibrations of 'sound, and there can be 
no doubt whatever that they are alsc 
affected by sounds quite inaudible tc 
the human ear. The slightest vibra- 
tion of the atmosphere from any cause 
whatever at once puts in motion the 
delicate structures which compose the 
antcnnje, to which organs insects ow« 
thc power of protecting themselves 
against danger, as well as tho means oi 
recogni/.ing 
the 
approach 
of 
one 


another. 
Wpiders have wonderful eye- 


sight, but 1 am quite sure that the scor- 
pion's vision, notwithstanding his sii 
eyes, is far from being acute. It is 
very ditucult to catch a spider with a 
pair of forceps, but a scorpion can be 
easily captured, if no noise is made. 
Spiders see their prey before they are 
caught in the web, but the scorpion 
makes no movement whatever to seize 
flies or cockroaches until they indicate 
their whereabouts by movements. This 
being the case, it ca"n readily be under- 
stood how easily the scorpion may be 
roused into motion by the vibrations ol 
music, as described in the article alluded 
to. If a tuning-fork be sounded on the 
table on which I keep my caged scor* 
pion, he at once becomes agitated, an<J 
strikes out viciously with his sting. On 
touching him with the vibrating tuning 
fork, he stings it, and then, coils himself 
up, as scorpions do when hedged in. In 
Jamaica, the negroes believe that scor- 
pions know their name; so they never 
call out, 'See, a scorpion,' .wben they 
meet with one on the ground or wall, 
for fear of his escaping. They thus in- 
directly recognize the scorpion's deli- 
cate appreciation of sound; but if you 
wish to stop a scorpion in his flight, 
blow air on him from the mouth, and 
he at once coils himself up. I have re- 
peatedly done this; but with a spider il 
has a contrary effect 
Music charms a 


snake into silence, as tho experiments 
at the Zoo and elsewhere prove; but 
the agitated contortions and writhings 
of the scorpions when roused by tha 
sound of the violin on\y prove that they 
are roused by the vibrations •)! sound 
caused by music, and this w<fuld hap- 
pen if they were disturbed by the dis- 
cordant sounds of a penny trumpet or 
any other unmusical instrument."— 
London Spectator.

Tariff TlBk*rm Put tine Cp » Bit *«* 


the People. 


With th« Crisp-Springer faction in 


the ascendency in the house of repre- 
•entatires, it is not probable that a 
general tariff bill will be passed. Mr. 
Springer, whom common report assigns 
to the chairmanship of the committee 
on ways and means, favors the propo- 
sition to pass separate bills for each 
article it is desired to pat on the free 
list, thereby gaining favor in sections 
where an increase of (rood will toward 
the democracy is desirable, and at the 
same time avoiding the criticism which 
a general bill would inevitably pro- 
Yoke. 


The advantages of this course from 


the democratic point of view were out- 
lined recently by a prominent demo- 
crat to the Washington correspondent 
of the Chicago Journal, thus: 


It is proposed to put Eucb articles on the free 


list, If pouible, ac are wanted by the great mass 
of people where those articles are naeded. In 
New England, for instance, th«y want fre« 
vooi for their factories, free coal to run them 
with and free iron ore. We will offer them this 
Jn the shape of small bills that can be voted 
on separately. Of course they will pops the 
house, and as the senate is pretty eloscly di- 
vided, the votes of the republican senators 
from those New England elates, if they were 
taken off the republican Bide and transferred 
^o the other column, would caiily pass these 
bills. Therefore, we ar« going to have them in 
a very unpleasant dilemma uny way you fix it. 
if they vote against tho bills, and thus defeat 
them, they will create intense dissatisfaction 
among their conifcUuents; if they vote for them 
anA pas* them we got the credit of having 
fo»eeA a reductiGn IB these articles. 


In order to capture the northwest, 


free salt, free binder twine and free 
bart>ed wire will be proposed in sepa- 
rate bills, and the democratic idea is 
that if a senator from any state in that 
section votes against the propositions, 
be will not only have a hard time get- 
ting back into the senate, but will 
arouse such indignation that the state 
will go democratic. If they vote for 
the bills they will pass. 


In other words, it is proposed to at- 


tempt a removal of the duty from such 
articles only as in the democratic opin- 
ion are favored for the free list in the 
republican rstates. In this way it is ex- 
pected thai au advance will be made 
toward free trade, or the responsibility 
for failure to do so will rest with the 
direct representatives of the sections 
most Interested. The neb erne is a very 
clever one, but it is not likely to suc- 
ceed, for the reason that it is founded 
upon a false assumption. The people 
of the sections referred to arc not as 
eager to enjoy the alleged benefits of 
free trade as the "tariff reformers" ap- 
pear to imagtrje, and they are not as 
ready to swing into Oie democratic line 
as the plan assumes. The republicans 
will be content to abid« by the result 
of such a policy on the part of the 
house majority. 


That the democrats themselves be- 


lieve their scheme is one to deceive the 
people instead of to bring about re- 
sponsible tariff reform is shown by the 
excuse they are preparing to give for 
their failure to embody their free trade 
idea in a general tariff bill. Several 
small committees are to 
be 
sent 


through the country, ostensibly to in- 
quire of the people what they desire in 
the way of tariff changes, and there 
committees are to find their labors so 
perplexing that they will not br p.ble to 
report until near the close of tho season 
—too late to permit of the preparation 
of a general b'11 before the presidential 
election. In this way it will be possible 
to please many by promises of legisla- 
tion in tiuttr special interest, while it is 
thought no one will be displeased, be- 
cause nothing will be done to cause dis- 
p;a».sure. 
- In short, it is a great bunco game 
which the democrats in the house of 
representatives are preparing to spring 
upon the people. Unfortunately for the 
free traders and fortunately for the 
country, popular intelligence is not at 
the low ebb necessary for the success 
of the scheme. It will not prove as 
much of a "heads I win, tails you 
lose" plan »s its promoters believe 
But they v>n"A be happy till they try 
it: so let tnem go ahead.—Troy Timep
